Touch to display the palette. Touch a paint 
tube to add paint to the location indicated by the 
white circle and mix some colors. If you make a 
mistake, touch u to undo your last five actions or 
touch jfij to remove the paint at the selected 
location. Switch to a different palette and create 
more colors by touching 4E • 


The color matcher allows you to compare your mixed paint 
with a location on the scene. The chosen color is displayed in 
the circle on the top screen and can be moved using (0). 

2 The scratchpad lets you test your media before really getting 
to work. 


3 The paint rag can be used to clean up unfixed paint.
